Around Tustia City and Orange, 
Los Angeles county, the raisin 
grape is the staple product and the 
p-ofits are very satisfactory. Land 

which a few years ago sold for $4 
an acre has, in some cases, advanced 
to a valuation of $150. The Muscat 
of Alexandria is the grape planted, 
and it yields an average of three 
and one-half tons to the acre in 
green grapes, or a little overa ton 
in cured raisins. The usual price is 
seven cents a pound, and long be- 
fore the raisins have been matured, 
competing agents of Eastern and 
San Francisco firms invade the val- 
ley and effer remunerative prices 
to the vineyardists.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
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now Executors and Young Bloods 
GotAway With an Estate. 
New York, May 8. 

In the Surregate Court to-day much 
excitemert, was created by the de- 
velopment of a peculiarly interesting 
and romantie story. The principal 
actors are young men of high social 
standing and wealth. The story is as 
follows: In 1869 Mr. Tilden, a relative 
of Samuel J. Tilden, died, leaving an 
Lestate of $25,000,000, which he distrib- 
uted equally among four sons, William, 
Wiland, Marmaduke and Beverly Til- 
den, aged 20, 15, I2 and 9, respectively. 
Josiah M. Fiske, Wm. Blodgett, David 
Dows, Chas. Tracy and N. C. Ely were 
appointed executors in 1870. The ex- 
ecutors employed an Italian named 
Biaggio as tutor and manager for the 
boys, and they were sent to Paris, 
where they occupied rooms formerly 
occupied by the Prince of Wales and 
other members of the royal family of 
England. They then proceeded to 
Berlin and lived in sumptuous 
siyle, expending in 16 months 
the su of $70,000. The eldest 
of the tar, William, purchased a 
place in Coburg for $40,000, and with 
it the title of Baron, While in his 
palace he became very much inter- 
ested in the wiſe of the former owner 
and very soon was under complete 
control of her husband, to whom he 
gave the power of attorney and per- 
mitted him to purchase furniture for 
the palace. In 1872 the executors dis- 
covered the condition of affairs abroad 
and by the payment of very large 
sums of money the young man was 
extricated from his difficulty. The 
four then conceived the idea of a ball 
in honor of Americans in Germany. 
They hired an immense hall at great 
expense and gave a ball which was 
widely commented on., When they 
returned home the executors footed 
up their expenses for two years and 
four months as $185,000. They were 
sent to Harvard College, but did not 
remain there. William was made ex- 
ecutor of the estate and in 1877 a part- 
ner in the business formerly carried 
on by his father. This he was com- 
pelled to give up, on account of 
not being competent to manage it. 
Many accountings were had, for which 
large counsel fees were paid. In 1877 
Gustavus G. J. Thebaud was appointed 
guardiau for Beverly B. Tilden. He 
received $1250, and afterwards, it is al- 
leged, was locked up in Ludlow Street 
Jail for 11 mouths for misappropri- 
ation of $15,000 belonging to another 
estate for which he was attorney. 
From the accounting now in progress 
before the referee it appears that thie 
two eldest sons have been paid 5175, 000 
more than their share. It is also 
charged that a mortgage of $160,000 on 
Jersey City property, with interest, 
was collected by the executors, and one 
of them deposited the money to 
his private account. The estate is in a 
bad condition and will now yield but 
$100,000 to each of the youngest sons. 
The executors are charged with pro- 
curing the ratification of their acts by 
threats. Beverly B. Tilden now seeks 
to have the various accountings 
opened, on the ground that expen- 
ditures were foolish, rash, unnecessary 
and contrary to their father’s will. He 
also claims that the executors should 
be charged with the unnecessary ex- 
penditures. 


Legislative Matters in Massachu- 
setts - Butler in a Corner. 
Boston, May 8. 

The Legislative Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the facts regard- 
ing the alleged invalidity of Governor 
Butler's first veto, held a secret session 
this morning. One of the Governor’s 
| private secretaries was summoned to 
testify, but he refused point blank to 
make any statement. The committee 
are considering the advisability of or- 
dering him under arrest. The House 
this morning suspended the rules and 
passed and sent at once to the Senate 
all charities appropriation bills before 
acted upon, including bills for Tewks- 
bury, Concord prison, Monson, Sher- 
born, Bridgewater and Lancaster. All 
other charities appropriation bills were 
acted upon favorably. The Democrats 
withdrew opposition and will rely on 
the Governor to veto the bills. 


purpose of Geo. M. Pullman's visit to 
New York is of great financial impo-- 
tance and value to his company, as 
well as to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company.

to Reponset, a distance of six miles. 
This was at the maximum of three 
cents_per mile prescribed by the stat - 
ute of Illinois, then inforce. The con- 
ductor demanded 20 cents, which was 
the fare fixed by the railroad com- 
pany.

For this action he was prose- 
cuted before a Justice of the Peace 
upon a charge of assault and battery 
and fined $10 and costs. The case was 
then carried up through the State 
courts by successive appeals, the 
railroad company sustaining the con- 
ductor and raising the question of the 
right of the State to interfere with its 
business by fixing rates of fare and 
transportation. A decision was fiually 
rendered in favor ofthe State by its 
highest court, and the railroad com- 
pany thereupon appealed it the Su- 
preme Court of the United States on 
the ground that an act of the General 
Assembly of Illinois ot April 15ib, 
1871, fixing the maximum rates of 
charges for the transporiation of 
passengers on the railroads in 
the State was unconstitutional and 
void, because it impaired the obliga- 
tion of contracts contained in the 
charters of the various companies 
which were merged into the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Company by 
consolidation. This court holds, first, 
that grants of immunity from legit- 
imate Government control are never 
to be presumed; on the contrary, pre- 
sumptions are all the other way, and 
unless exemption is clearly estab- 
lished a State may limit the amount of 
charges by railroad companies for 
fares and freights unless restrained by 
some contracts in their charter. Sec- 
ond, that in the present case there is no 
such restraint. The State, it is true, 
has given the Board of Directors of a 
railroad company the power to estab- 
lish such rates of toll for the convey- 
ance of persons or property as they 
shall from time to time, by their laws, 
determine; but such by-laws must 
not be repugnate to the constitution 
and by-laws of the State. 


Bargliary and Rape in a Quiet New

HARTFORD, May 8, 

At 1 o’clock this morning the resi- 
dence of Mrs, Moore, in West Hart- 
ford, was entered by two burglars, 
who went to ransacking the house. 
One of the ruffians, with drawn pistol, 
stood on the top stairs and kept Mrs. 
Moore and a crippled grand-daughter 
on the second floor while the other 
outraged another grand-daughter on 
the lower floor. The girl was then 
assaulted by the burglar who had 
kept guard, his companion taking his 
place on the stairs. The girl is in a 
precarious condition. 


A Fast Freight Train. 
Sr. Louis, May 8. 

The fast tobacco train now en route 
to San Francisco arrived at Deming, 
New Mexico, last night, 24 hours out 
trom Holstead, Kansas, where it was 
transferred by the St. Louis & S. F. 
Railroad to the Topeka and Santa Fe 
road, The distance is 939 miles, 
which was run at the rate of 19 miles 
per hour. At Deming a Southern 
Pacific train will take it through to 
San Francisco at equal speed. 


A Colorado HMailstorm. 
DENVER, May 8. 

One of the severest hailstorms ever 
kpown in the west occurred here at 
noon to-day. The storm was accom- 
panied by terrific thunder and light- 
ning, and lasted fully an hour. Hail- 
stones measuring aninch in diameter 
were six inches deep in the streets.

Rumors are current that a startling 
letter has been received by Lieutenant 
Govergor Archibald, warning bim of 
the expected visit in Halifax of two 
suspicious American vessels and cau_ 
tioning him to have precaution taken 
for the safety of life and property in 
the city. The Lieutenant-Goveruor 
admitted receiving a letter, but de- 
clined to state its contents or the na- 
ture of the measures taken by the 
military and naval authorities.

A line of térpedoes, was to 
be stretched up the harbor as closé to 
the chy as possible, and when the 
time arrived all would be fired.

Transactions at the Great Market 
of the Plains. 


Some idea may be had of the 
amount of money that changes 
hands at Dodgé City when, the 
figures of its business are stated. 
Last season over 11,000 head of 
horses were driven from Texas and 
sold at Dodge between March and 


June. During the season 260,000 
head of stock cattle were driven in 
ail sold to go on the ranges in 
various sections. A great many of 
the cattle went to Colorado and a 
great many Nebraska, Wyoming 
and other Territories, while Kan- 
sas held the bulk of them. Tbe 
foregoing refers only to stock cattle 
—not beef cattle. books of the 
A., T. and S. F. road show that 
from the first of October to the 
close of the season there were 
shipped 4,300 cars of beef cattle to 
the eastern markets. The drive for 
this year, according to the best at- 
tainable data, will exceed 275,00 
head of cattle, and may possibly 
reach 300,000, which is very nearly 
the figure of last year’s drive.
